The ſudden and lamentable Revolution in that Great as wil 
as Good Man's Fortune, will teach us that the Beſt and Hy 
pieſt of us all may ſoon be reduc'dto fo low a Condition, thx 
the Kindneſs of others may be neceſſary to our Suppot 
and Preſervation ; and tho' a tender Senſe of Pity aul 
Compaſſion be for the Benefit of the Diftreſs'd implant in 
our Nature, yet the good Opinion we have of the Sn, 
commonly recommends him to our Beneficence, and quicken 
our Care and Induſtry in his Relief, Many a poor May, 
whoſe Condition deſerv'd Confederation and Pity, has, no doubt 
thro an ill Character given of him, been leſs regarded than th 
Nature of his Wants requir'd. In ſpeaking of other Men the 
greateſt Caution, is due. We know not what Injury we may 
do 'em when we undcſignedly drop a Reflection upon en, 
nor at what diſtance of Tune it may break out to their Dilal: 
vantage, and contribute to their Rin. 

But when a Reflection is deſign d on purpoſe to do M.ſchiſ 
when we ftudy to prejudice our Neighbours in their Reputz 
tion, that, I think, is one of the greateſt Aggravations of tl 
baſeft of Sins. There is no Man out of the reach of Calumny, 
Thoſe of the greateſt Dignity, Power and Merit, are as fubje 
to the Miſchiet of it as meaner People, and it has been tix 
. Uſual Method of their Adverſaries to attack them this way 
The Injury that is done by it is inconceivable. Calumn la 

a double ill Conſequence when thrown upon Great Men: Fat 
when they fall a Sacrifice to the ſucceſsful Malice of their Ele 
mies, they are at once depriv'd of their Power and Re] 
It robs the State of their Service, and themſelves of the Honolt 
juſtly due to them for the faithful Diſcharge of the Truſt cm 
mitted to them. Their ſpiceful Adverſaries know there 18 8 
other way to remove em fiom the Degree of Favorr tliey al 
in, but by depriying em of their Good Name, on which as 
as they can prevail, they fix a laſting Reproach.
